1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

As pointed out by the applicant in the amendment/arguments field on September 8, 
2003 (Pages 2-6), the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, an imaging device for 
acquiring data representative of a first interaction between the illumination and spray 
plume along the at least one geometric plane in combination into other elements and 
features of claims 1 and 2. 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed.
